Light Poles Removed 



"What has been done about 
widening Main St.," asked Coun- 
cillor George Byers at the council 
meeting Monday night. 

"I will answer Mr. Byers/' said 
Councillor Frank Bowser, chair- 
man of the roads and bridges com- 
mittee. "Permission lias been se- 
cured to place light and wire 
brackets on the front of some 
Main St. buildings south of the 
l>ost office and on the west side of 
Main Si. 

"As soon as the brockets can be 
*ecured and the j>oles removed, my 
men will take away the curbing," 
he said. 

Mr. Byers asked the same ques- 
tion at the previous council meet- 
ing and was told by Mr. Bowser 



that he was willing to start work 
as soon as the poles were removed. 
The removal of the poles Is in the 

province of Deputy- Kccve Arthur 
D. Evans, chairman of the water 
and light committee. 

Mr. Evans stated at that time 
thnt his men would remove the 
poles as soon as the pressure of 
present work had eased. 

Between the two council meet- 
ings nothing has been done to re- 
move poles or to Install the light 
brackets.

It is a lamentable fact that Main St. is too narrow 
for the growing business of Newmarket. Let us make 
a suggestion. Let every property owner on both sides 
of the street from Park Ave. to Ontario St. give four 
feet of ground to the town, the corporation to bear all 
expense of moving fences, etc., and making necessary 
alterations to buildings. It could be done now at a 
comparatively small cost and the change made in the 
plan of the town now being prepared. If not done 
now it will be a source of regret as long as the town 
exists. 

When the fire. cleaned out the block from Bots- 
ford St. to Smith's Store there was a proposition to 
widen the street but it was not acted upon at the 
time and the effect is apparent. There is no reason- 
able hope of doing it now. We hope that the council 
will see what can be done iji this matter and consider

what the probable cast would be. 

The people who laid out Newmarket had very little 
hope of its future importance as there is not a street 
in town suitable for an electric railway. All other 
blocks in town, where streets could be widened with- 
out moving buildings, might follow suit. Nothing 
would give the town such a boom for the outlay and 
the property would be enhanced in value by the change.

The 
town will also Install the fixtures 
and paint the room." 

Mr. Byers stated that it was 
proposed to put In a doorway at 
the rear of the building and make 
the vacant lot a beauty spot. "We 
have discussed the possibility of 
aid to the Women's Institute for 
some time without doing anything 
about it. The ladles are ready to 

put in this rest room. We should 
act at once." 

"It is a perfect set-up and the 
ladies deserve considerable credit 
for their willingness to shoulder 
part of the cost," said Mayor Dr. 
L. W. Dales. 

"We have needed such a rest 
room for years. We are very for- 
tunate to be getting it this way"

BUDGET BRINGS RELIEF 



On the editorial page this week appears a new 
feature. Gospel Echoes. This week, Gospel 
Echoes is Being conducted by Rev. Alexander B. 
Stein of the Congregational Christian church as 
president of the ministerial association. r/ext 
week, Rev. G. A. Stone, St. Paul's Anglican 
church, will conduct Gospel Echoes. In following 
weeks, the other ministers in Newmarket will 
take turns in alphabetical order at conducting 
the feature. 

The intention behind the presentation of Gospel 
Echoes is to provide each minister in town with 
free space in the paper in which to conduct a 
pocket-sized service. In this way, it is hoped to 
reach those who are unable to attend Sunday 
services, for one reason or another, as well as 
giving wider publicity to the beliefs of the vari- 
ous churches as shown through their services. 

At present each minister is being limited to 200 
to 250 words as newsprint is still a short com- 
modity. However, it is expected that as the 
newsprint quotas arc enlarged, more space can be 
devoted to this feature.

The budget proposals of the minister of finance, 
J. L. Ilsley, are directed at achieving the maxi- 
mum relief for the individual taxpayer and en- 
couraging industry through the reduction of 
excess profits taxes. 

Mr. Ilsley sees the personal income tax as con- 
tinuing to be a very large item in the country's 
taxation structure. At the present time, approxi- 
mately one-third of the total tax revenue is pro- 
vided through personal income tax. A reduction 
in the personal income tax would therefore have 
a far reaching effect on government revenues. 
However, Mr. Ilsley states that "I am impressed 
with the great and harmful effect which our 
present high personal income tax is having in dis- 
couraging work and initiative in all groups at a 
time when we need a rapid expansion of employ- 
ment and a willing mobility of labor ... I am 
convinced that a reduction in the personal income 
tax can make a major contribution to the stimu- 
lation of initiative and employment." 

Of particular interest to farmers was Mr. 
Ilsley's statement that he was prepared to "give 
sympathetic . consideration" to a provision in a 
revised income tax law whereby farmers and

Newmarket is poorly illuminated at night. The 
light poles are too far apart for the strength of 
the light bulbs. In some cases, the foliage from 
trees completely shadows the light making it 
worse than useless. Long stretches of Newmar- 
ket streets are without any lighting whatever. 

There is a direct relation between the illumina- 
tion of streets and the number of crimes commit- 
ted on those streets.

WOMEN SMOKERS 
By LEONORA STARR 

Press Sec. Newmarket W.C.T.U- 

Taken from the book, A Cig- 
aret As A Physician Sees It, by 

Daniel H. Kress, M.D., neurolo- 
gist, Washington Sanitarium and 
Hospital, Washington, D.C.: 

"Some women are fond of de- 
claring that they have just as 
much right to smoke as the men. 
In view of the damage that 
tobacco does to men we very 
much doubt, speaking from the 
strictly moral viewpoint, if even 
they have a right to smoke and 
wc know that tobacco docs much 
more injury to the race when its 
women smoke than when only 
the men indulge." 

Since the World War the girls 
and women of. Canada and 
America have gone in for tobacco 
at an alarming rate. A great 
proportion of high school and 
college girls arc tobacco addicts 
and the women of "society" 
have taken to the cigaret almost 
en masse. In restaurants, hotels 
and observation cars, it . used 
to be a source of comment to sec 
women puffing at a cigaret but it 
has become so commonplace now 
that it goes practically unnoticed. 
If the increase keeps on at pres- 
ent rates, it will not be long un- 
til there will be as many women 
smokers as men smokers. Be- 
cause of their more delicate ner- 
vous mechanism, women become 
more abject slaves to cigarets 
than do men. The nervous 
system of a woman, being more 
highly organized than that of a 
man, is more easily damaged by 
tho use of this narcotic. Dr. 
Hugh S. Cumming, former sur- 
geon-general of the United 
States Public Health Service, 
recognized this. He has declar- 
ed: 

"The cigaret habit indulged in 
to excess by women iends to 
cause nervousness and insomnia. 
If women generally contract the 
habit, as reports now indicate 
they are doing, the entire nation 
will suffer. The physical tone of 
the whole nation will be lowered. 
The habit harms a woman more 
than it does a man. The woman's 
nervous system is more highly 
organized than the man's. The 
reaction is, therefore, more in- 
tense. It may ■ ruin her com- 
plexion, causing her to become 
gradually ashen. Propaganda 
urging that tobacco be used as a 
substitute for food is not in the 
interest of public health, r nnt\ if 
practised widely by 'young 

people will be positively harm- 
ful." 

Dr. Samuel A. Brown, former 
dean of Bellevue hospital, New 
York, cays also that smoking is 
much more injurious to women 
than to men, adding: "Women 
smoke nervously. They cannot 
smoke moderately. Their ner- 
vous condition develops anaemia 
and other ills. From the stand- 
point of health, cigaret smoking 
among women is very objection- 
able and on the other hand, it b 
a let down of moral standards. 
Among growing girls, particular- 
ly those developing mentally 
and physically, the habit is ex- 
tremely dangerous." 

Professor Arnold Lorand of 
Carlsbad, whose expert advice on 
things medical is sought from all 
over the world, speaking of the 
effects of tobacco on women, has 
declared that he Is amazed to
